to provide a bonus for America's four million world- 
war veterans was finally won today. 


Disregarded President 


Disregarding President Coolidge's opposition 


and harsh condemnation the Senate this afternoon 
performed the last act in making the additional'com- 
pensation possible by passing the soldiers' bonus 
bill over the President '& veto. The vote was 59 to 26, 
a margin of two votes. 


The veto has already been overriden by the 


House of Representatives so the Senate's act puts the 
legislation on the Statute books. 


Paid-up Insurance 


The bonus will not be in cash, as was provided by 


the bonus bill which President Harding vetoed in 
3921, and which Congress failed to pass over his veto, 
but it will be in the form of paid-up insurance policies, 
which will have a cash loan value at the end of two 
• 


years and which may be exchanged for cash at 'the '{ 
end of twenty years. The value of the policies will j 
be determined by the extent of the service of each in- 
dividual at the rate of $1 a day for domestic service I 
and $1.25 a day for service overseas. 


The average policies will range between $900 and 3 


$1,000.

changed, the more it remains the same thing. 'A thor- 
oughly vicious principle cannot be made wholesome 
even in the hands of a respectable man. A Tammany 
that ceased to believe in exploitation and plunder 
would cease to be Tammany, 
Of course, in mere 


method and outward manners, it alters with altera- 
tions of the time. It knows how to encase brutality 
in velvet. In the spirit of Colonel Newcome's favor- 
ite Latin quotation, it endeavors with the general 
improvement of the habits of society to make its own 
appear less ferocious. But at heart the institution al- 
ways must continue the same by the very law of its 
being. If you wanted to raise a loud laugh of incred- 
ulity, it would only be necessary for you to ask a 
chance group of Tammany men in confidence if they 
expected Mr. Foley to lead Tammany on stepping- 
stones of its dead self to higher things. 


"No one questioned Judge Foley's character or 


ability. He yielded to the demand that he take the 
leadership of Tammany only with great reluctance 
and through heavy pressure, and already has. under 
doctor's orders, withdrawn his acceptance. 
Gover- 


nor Smith seems to have been foremost and most in- 
fluential in persuading him to make the sacrifice so 
as to enable Tammany to put its best foot forward at 
the coming National Democratic Convention, and 
thus do all that is possible to promote the Governor's 
Presidential candidacy. If Judge Fok-y had under- 
taken the work, it would evidently have been with 
many misgivings. 
These must be the greater, the 


better the man. One reason for his choice was said to 
be that he knew thoroughly the working of Tam- 
many from the inside. But this would really be a 
powerful reason why a sentitive and scrupulous man 
would hesitate about going inside himself to make it 
work in the old way. 


"On the surface, all was harmony when it was 


thought that Judge Foley would consent to take the 
leadership of Tammany. Even Mayor Hylan beat a 
hasty and not too graceful a retreat from his savage 
attitude of last week. 
This would imply that his 


control is working perfectly. In Tammany itself the 
preliminary murmurs subsided for the time being. 
Now they will be renewed. One may be sure that the 
men within the organization who have borne the 
heat and burden of the day will not be long satisfied 
with any new leader unless they can bend him to 
their will. They would prefer a chief who had fought 
his way up by rude mastery. The very scruples and 
delays of Surrogate Foley must have been offensive 
to these men. Was it, they will ask, a question of 
ecclesiastical preferment that led Mr. Foley to his

Church of Christ Observea 


Its 'Pioneer Day9 on Sunday 


At the Church of Christ yester- 


day morning, Mrs. George W. In- 
gersoll read the following account 
Of the early history of the church. 


On Dec. 20, 1880, a meeting 
.Iras called of all disciples of Christ 
In Elyria and adjoining towns to 
be held in the old M. E. church, 
recently discarded. 
W. G- Allen 


presided at the meeting and it was 
announced that James T. Robin- 
son of Ridgeville, Raymond Hav- 
en. Sheldon. Streator and Jacob 
Tucker of Eaton, Dr. A. C. Moore 
of North Amherst and W. D. 
Head of Elyria had jointly pur- 
chased the old M. E property 
and would hold the same until 
such time as a church could be 
organized and become able to as- 
sume the financial burden of the 
same. It was announced that T 
D. Garvin of Columbus had been 
called to assume the pastorate 
commencing Feb. 13, 1SS1. Com- 
mittees were appointed to prepare 
the building and the meeting ad- 
journed. 


The first church service was 


held on Feb. 13, 1881 and on Mar. 


. 13th the church was duly organiz- 


ed with a little band of 22 men 
and women with little money but 
strong courage and faith and vi- 
sion. Of these only two are non- 
living. 
Judge Webber and Mrs. 


Rose Flannery Lane. 
The first 


Elders were W. C. Allen and S. 
M. Parmely, tha Deacons H. H. 
Honghton 
and 
Jas- 
Warnock, 


with Geo. Ogden as clerk. 
There 


was no choir at first but Mrs. 
Lantsbury presided at the little 
cabinet organ and Mr. Allen led 
the congregation in singing. There 
were no trained voices but there 
is no doubt that old hymns sung 
from the hearts of those earnest 
men and women as surely reached 
the celestial throne as do those 
of the paid choirs of today. 


There are no records of the 


Sunday school or other societies 
at that time and memory so far 
back Is rather dim but a few facts 
hare been gleaned with the help 
of others, who were, here Boon 


after. The Sunday school was or- 
ganized by Mr. Allen and the 
first officers were appointed by 
the church. 
S M. Parmely was 


the first superintendent. 
The of- 


ficers of secretary and organist 
were filled by Miss Harriett Allen. 
Now Mrs. P. J. Robinson of Co- 
lumbus and Miss Alice Houghton, 
now Dr. Houghton of Salt Lake 
City. 
The average attendance is 


believed to have been around 45. 


School was opened with a song 


followed by prayer. 
The lesson 


was then read responsively and 
after another song the clabses 
were dismissed but they had not 
far to go as all were in this one 
room. 
In the northwest corner, 


Mrs. Diebold, an old English lady, 
taught what was called the Infant 
Class. Next came a class of girls 
in their early teens taught by Mrs.
